WASHINGTON, Feb 19—To day has 


proved to be one of unusual interest 
an 1 excitement at the capital. 
Instead 


of the house adhering to the decision of 
the caucus on Saturday night to go on 
in the joint convention with the count 
of the electoral vote of Louisiana, after 
filing a protest against the decision of 
the commission, it suddenly took a" re- 
cess, after the objections to the L iuis- 
iana decision had bjen read, until to- 
morrow. 
This was brought about by 


the efforts of some thirty or forty 
Southern and Western Democrats, who 
had been stiffened by letters and tele- 
grams received since Saturday, 
urging 


them not to allow Hayes to be declared 
president by the joint convention, but 
to filibuster the time away until the 4th 
of March. 
Fernando Wood, who did 


not attend'the caucus on Saturday and 
who joined with the others in repudi- 
ating its decision, made a motion for 
recess, which was only carried by ten 
majority, some thirty Democrats voting 
with the Republicans against this delay. 
Among theip were Cair of Indiana, 
Goodin oi'*Kiuses, and Kcrr, Wells and
